Is Higher in Her Coaj 
That of any Civilized Country 


Statistics recently compiled by the 
Commission of Conservation show 
that the death rate in Canadian coal 
mines is much higher than in any 
other civilized country, In 1902, the 
year of the Fernie disaster, the death 
Tate per 100 men employed (above 
and below ground) reached the maxi- 
mum rate of 13.25. The average rate 
for the ten years preceding 1910, how- 
ever, was 4.79. The United States 
comes next with an average rate for 
the same period of 3.43, Perhaps the 
Worst aspect of the situation is the 
fact that the death rate from coal 
mine accidents has been steadily on 
the increase in Canada for a number 


of years. The minimum rate of 1.93 
was reached in 1897, In 1909 the rate 
was 4,21, During the same time there 


has been a steady decrease in all the 
leading European countries. 

That the danger inherent, in coal 
mining can be largely eliminated is 
show by the low constant death rates 
in Belgium and Great Britain. Coal 
mine explosions are much more fre- 
quent in Canada and the United Stat- 
es than any of the European countries. 
In 1850 the fatality rate in the Bel- 
gian coal mines was as high as the 
present Canadian death rate, while 
at the present time it averages the 


| lowest in the world. The decline in 


the death rate was due to the com- 
bined efforts of the mine owners, the 
workmen and the Administration of 
Mines; to the diffusion of technical 
and professional knowledge and to the 
administrative organization for the 
scientific study of accidents. 

Although the death rate in metalli- 
ferous mines in Canada is lower than 
in the coal mines, {t is much higher 
than in any of the European countries 
The death rate in Canada for the per- 
lod 1900-1909 was 3.82. 

With the exception of the K'mber- 
ley diamond mines and the Transvaal, 
where native and Chinese labor re 
employed, the fatility rate during this 
period (1900-1909) was consideiably 
lower elsewhere than in Canada.

There is, indeed, a 
popuar superstitution, whether fath- 
ered by the dragomans in order to 
mystify and overawe tourists one can- 
not say, that the mummies still _re- 
tain the powers of wizardry which in 
the fulness of their life they were 
credited with possessing. As a re- 
silt many folk absolutely decline to 
look at the mummified remains of 
Ngypt’s ancient kings, as they aver 
the spirits of those personages will 
wreak their vengeance on them for 
their profane gaze. 

I personally know level-headed, ra- 
tional residents who, fascinated by 
the Sphinx, can stand and look at It 
for an hour on end, but who would go 
in mortal terror of their lives if they 
were in its presence to let fall any 
personal remark about its ugliness or 
dilapidated condition. 

It is sajd that superstition is dying 
out in this age of civilization, but in 
the land of the Pharohs it {s still as 
alive as ever, Incidents like the one 
above serve to keep it well alive.

THE GREAT MOGULS 


— 


Picturesque Rulers to Whose Power 
George V. Has Succeeded 


The Coronation of George V. at Del- 
hi, the city of the Great Moguls, made 
him heir and successor to their Im- 
perlal power, says the English 
Queen, The history of these his pre- 
decessors is one of strange contrasts. 

First of the Great Moguls was Ta- 
merlane, the mighty conqueror, a type 
of overweéening arrogance, unrestrain- 
ed by any fear of God or man. In 
Marlowe's drama he kills his son Ca- 
lyphas, for skulking from the battle, 
and with insensate fury urges on the 
captive kings who draw his chariot. 
The sombre story is only relieved by 
the tenderness of the fierce wa‘rior 
for his wife Zenocrate, and his bitter 
grief when she {s lost to him by death. 

In wild exultation at the Conquest 
of Western Asia, towards the end cf 
the 14th century, Tamerlane descend- 
ed with his victorious hordes on 'he 
plains of northern India. In_ feeble 
helplessness Mahmud sat still in his 
palace, trusting vainly to the old pro- 
verb:—"It {s afar cry to Delhi.” 

Amid scenes of indescribable horror 
the city was taken, but Tamerlane 
came as destroyer, not as founder. He 
returned to Samarkand to die, leaving 
the Empire of the Moguls in India to 
be established one hundred years lat- 
er by Babar, his great descendant. 

Babar the Adventurer was the most 
fascinating of his race. Poet, philos- 
opher, artist and musician, he was 
skilled in the ‘ore of nature and in 
the knowledge of men, Withal he 
set himself to become a strong mili- 
tary leader and chose Tamerlane as 
hie evamile, It was in the

AUTOS FOR THE YUKON 


Fit Sledge Tracks 

Automobiles of suitable construction 
could be used in the Yukon. Local 
tests in the last two years in all kinds 
of weather have proved that the gaso- 
line does not congeal in the cold wea- 
ther. 

Two years ago a large automobile 
was used successfully in Dawson and 
on suitable country roads. Last winter 
the White Pass and Yukon Route 
Company, which operates a 320-mile 
stage line in winter between White 
Horse and Dawson, tried an automo- 
bile, but it did not prove satisfactory, 
as the automobile’s guage was much 
wider than that of the sleds which 
they were using and the sled track 
could not be used. 

The snowfall in the Yukon basin 
between the first of October and the 
last of April—usually about two feet 
—remains on the ground until melted 
by the sun in the spring. By mid- 
winter the track {s worn down in the 
snow by these narrow gauge sleds 
until the banks on either side are 18 


if not impossible, for a wide-gauge 
vehicle of any kind to pass over the 
road, ‘ 

There being no blizzards and little 
wind in the winter in the Yukon Val- 
ley there are no snowdrifts to con- 
tend with, except on timberless ridg- 
es. The roads usually have low and 
even grades and were they of suitable 
width would be well suited for motor 
vehicles, These roads or trails, were 


| originally made fifteen to twenty-five 


Hee wide to accommodate the dog 
sled. 

When horses took the place of dogs 
these trails were widened to accom- 
modate the “double-ender” one-horse 
sled, which is long and narrow, with 
the runners turned up at both ends 
to. save reversing the sled, which is 
difficult to do on such narrow roads 
when turning back. In recent years 
some of these roads have been wid- 
ened for the use of wagons in sum- 
mer, over which heavy loads are 
drawn by two, four and six horses. 

If some motor-vehicle company 
would construct a car of the width of 
the sled now in use in this country, It 
could be used to great advantage 
throughout the whole Yukon Valley for 
speedy travel in conveying mails, pas- 
sengere and freight.

Trinidad, in common with the other 
islands of the Wes‘ Indics, was found 
populated at the time of its discovery, 
| Exact numbers cannot be given, but 

it may be stated that there are evi- 
| dences that the population was con- 
| siderable, though probably not dense. 

The natives were called Caribs, and 
| Were divided into tribes, These people 

are described as well-formed men, and 

brave, living in primitive simplicity, 

and yet not wholly ignorant of the 
arts, says the Rey. K, J. Grant in 

The Presbyterian Witness. 

During the eighteen years following 
| the discovery, adventurers visited the 

island, doubtless in pursuit of gain, 

but no attempt was made either to 
subdue, govern or christianize the 
people till 1516. In that year two 

Jominican monks were sent amon 
them, received kind treatment anc 
| found them docile. 

Some time later when the people 
and their instructors were living in 
friendly intercourse, a Spanish vessel 
dropped anchor. The natives on find. 
thing that they were from the same 
country as their religious teachers, 
welcomed them, traded with them, 
and boarded their vessel. 

When their fears were wholly dis- 
armed, they went on board in lar, 
| numbers and on one occasion, while 
| atowing away in the hold of the ship 
the fruits and provisions they had 

bartered, anchor was weighed, sails 
; Set, and soon the vessel disappeared. 

Distressed at the loss of their children, 
brothers, sisters and friends, infur- 
iated at the treachery of their visi- 
tora and suspicious that their religious 
teachers had played into the hands of 
their countrymen, they resolved to put 
them to death, 

Their resolution was stayed for a 
time, on the monks CTU Ua that at 
a given time their absent ones would 
be restored Weeks and months pass- 
ed, the time fixed for their time ar- 
tived, and as they failed to appear, 
_ the unfortunate monks had to‘pay the 
penalty of the treachery of their coun. 
trymen. 

The first attempt to subdue and 
govern the island was made in 1530 

by Sideno, the royal treasurer of Porto 
Rico, who was appointed Governor of 
| Trinidad, by the King of Spain. After 

a chequered experience he died ten 
years later, having been poisoned by 

a slave. 

During the next fifty years, little 
progress was made in the establish. 
ment of a government and the island 
was at the cruel mercy of slave deal- 
ers. 

In 1854 De Berrio, being duly auth- 
orized, commenced the conquest of 
Trinidad, and succeeded in establish- 
ing a regular form of government in 
Port of Spain. It was he who laid 
the toundation of St. Joseph, some 
six milea inland, and made it the 
capital of the island, In 1595 he re- 
sided there, and Sir Walter Raleigh, in 
search of the Eldorado, which was 
supposed to be in Guiana, landed at 
Port of Spain, and having determined 
to punish the Spaniards for the loss of 
some Englishmen in the year previous, 
marched a body of men inland to St, 
Joseph, wrecked the town, defeated 
De Berrio and hia men, and carried 
him off as a prisoner, Subsequently, 
however, the governor was released, 

| but instead of resuming his duties, 
he left one of his lieutenants, who set 
about re-building St. Joseph. 

In 1622 this town had about 600 peo- 
ple In 1687 Trinidad obtained a more 
settled form of government. Capuchin 

| monka formed villages or missions 
of Indians who embraced Christianity. 
As a reward for accepting the Chris- 
tian religion, they were declared ex- 
empted from all taxation for twenty 
years, and they could not be cotm- 
pelled to work on private properties. 

At this period Trinidad was thinly 
populated. In 1783 the aboriginies 
were reduced to 2,032, and in 1797, 
when the colony was ceded to Britain, 
| they were reduced to 1,082, In 1830 
the survivors of that race were 689, 
It is probable that not a single pure 
blooded Carib is now to be found in 
Trinidad. 

In 1783 liberal offers of land were 
made by the Government (Spanish) to 
encourage immigration, but none save 
Roman Catholics could take advan- 
tage of these offers, Thousands came 
in from che French Islands and from 
{old Franve iiso. Several of these 
were families of influence, wealth and 
leulture. From one of these families 
descended the late Sir Louis A, A, de 
Verteuil, M.D., author of a standard 
| work on Trinidad, 

In five years, 10,000 immigrants 
from Dominica, Guadaloupe, Martin- 
ique, Granada, etc., arrived. Though 
the arrivals were almost entirely Re- 
man Catholics, yet the Spanish resi- 
dents did not receive them very cor- 
dially. Land had been obtained by 
squatting; but with the inérease of 
population, and that of an educated 
class, disputes arose about boundar- 
ies, and the Government imposed re- 
strictions to which the original set- 
| tlers, the Spanish, were obliged to 
' conform. 

Henceforward, and side by side, 
lived the Spanish set and the French 
set under Governor Chacon, a gentle- 
man whose name is held in greatest 
reapect, The strong French Republi- 
‘can sentiment that led to the behead- 

ing of Louis XVI. in 1798 found sym. 
| pathizera in the West Indies and made 

Yhacon’s situation in Trinidad a per- 
| jlous one. 

During his administration, war was 
declared in 1796 between Spain and 
Greut Britain and in February, 1797, 
the British fleet, which consisted of 
eighty men-of-war, two frigates and 
{eight sloups, besides two transports 
carrying 6,000 men, under Gen, Aber. 
crombie and Admiral Harvey, arrived,

BALKING THE SPY, 


Lord Haldan) Frames a Law 
Britain's Protection. 

Lord Haldane of Cloan is a man of 
1 .ay activities, and his latest role 
is that of spy-taker. In other words 
his lordship thas drafted a bill design- 
ed to enable us more effectively to 
put salt on the spy’s tail than has 
hitherto been possible. : 

It is called the ‘Official Secrets 
Bill,” and its sub-title is “an Act to 
re-enact the Offi..al Secrets Act, 1889, 
with Amendments.” 

It is under the old 1889 Act that 
the alleged German Shultz is now 
awaiting trial. 

Perhaps the most important pro- 
vision in the bill is that which de- 
clares that it is necessary in order 
to obtain a conviction to prove any 
actual act of spying against an ac- 
cused person, ; 

‘Lhe general principle of English law 
is that to be found guilty a specific 
act or offence must be alleged against 
the accused and he must be proved 
guilty of t..is particular act or offence. 

Hitherto spies may have been’ 
known to the authorities as such, but: 
the difficulty has been the necessity 
of proving an actual act of espionage 
against them, Lord Haldane proposes 
to alter this. i 

Section 2, clause 1, of the bill reads 
as follows: 

“On a precaution under this section 
it shall not be necessary to show that 
the accused person was guilty of any: 
particular act tending to show a pur. 
pose prejudicial to the safety or in-. 
terests of the state, and notwithstand- 
ing that no such act is proved 
against him, he may be convicted if, 
from the circumstances of the case,. 
or his conduct, it appears that hia 
purpose was prejudicial to the safety’ 
or interests of the state.”’ : 

The same clause further provides 
that if an unauthorized rson ob- 
jtains possession of un official secret it 
is not necessary to prove that he in- 
tended to use it against the state. It 
is assumed that his purpose was evil. 

An alleged spy, therefore, may be 
convicted on suspicion, and if con- 
victed he is liable to from three to 
seven years’ penal servitude, — 

A person knowingly receiving an 
official secret is liable, to two years’ 


For 


|\imprisonment with or without hard 
} labor and with or without the addi- 
| tion of a fine. 


What is an “‘official secret’? Rough. 
ly it is information relating to a ‘‘pro- 
hibited place’’ or the contents of a 
“prohibited place,” the definition of 
which fills nearly a page of the bill. 
' Works of a naval or military nature 
are obviously “prouibited places,” but 
the term also includes railways, gas, 
water and electricity works. 

General offices, telegraph stations,, 
factories, roads, unc channels are! 
“prohibited places.” In fact, about 
the only things not mentioned in the 


definition are aeroplanes and aero- | 


plane sheds, But then it is well known 
that the War Ottice does not greatly 
believe in the practicabiliuy or possi- 
‘bility of aviation. 

A clause in the bill which will make 
the spy ‘‘sit up’ is that which dis-

HOW CABINETS CHANGE 


THEORY UNDERLYING CANADIAN 
DEMOCRATIC SYSTEM. 


Technically the Governor-General 
Rules as Representative of Crown, 
But the Fact Is That He Takes the 
Advice of Those Members of a 
Privy Council Who Have Been 
Elected to Power By the People 
of the Land. 


Neither in theory nor in practice 
Paxlia- 
ment imposes taxes, votes money for 
defraying the expenses of Govern. 
ment, enquires into the Acts of Gov- 
ernment, and criticizes as it sees fit, 
and legislates, These are the principal 
functions of Parliament, says u weiter 
in ‘the Montreal Standard, 

“The executive Government and 
authority of and over Canada,” de- 
clares the British North American 
Act, our written constitution, is vest- 
ed in the sovereign. In this Domin- 
jon the sovereign, King George V., 
is represented by the Governor-Gerer- 
al, who, at present, is the Duke of 
Connaught, the King’s uncle, 

The Governor-General, representing 
the sovereign, exercises the executive 
and theoretically governs. 
Lheoretically, it is said, because al- 
though he governs, he governs in ao- 
cordance with the advice of a certain 
body of men, known in the constitur 
tion as the Privy Council.

General,’ wrote 8&r John Bourinot in 
his Parlamentary Procedure,” must 
be swors. of the Privy Council, and 
then called upon to hold certain de- 
partmental othices of state.

{@ committee of the Privy Council, 
{chosen by 


the Governor-General to 
conduct the administration of publie 
affairs. They are strictly a political 
committee, since it is necessary that 
they shguld be members of the Legia. 
lature. The political Minister of this 
Cabinet is the Prime Minister or Pre- 
mier—a title totally unknown to the 
written law, and only recognized by 
the conventions of the constitution.” 

The Prime Minister is more than the 
head of the Cabinet. He is its very 
centre, and the man upon whom its 
existense depends, Bhould he die, 
should he resign or be dismissed the 
Cabinet ceases to exist, and another 
cannot be formed until another Prime 
Minister has been found. The late 
Prime Minister went out of otfice by 
resignation, and it was he who resign. 
ed und not the Cabinet, or Govern 
ment, His resignation of itself dis 
solved the Cabinet, and it at ence 
cuased to exist. 

In theory at least the Prime Minia- 
ter is the choice of the Governor-Gen- 
eral, As a matter of fact the Governor: 
General selects the leader of the poli. 
tical party dominant in the House of 
Commons, and this is especially the 
cuse where power is being transferred 
from one party to another, 

Once a man has been called upon 
by the Governor-General to be Prime 
Minister and has accepted the posi- 
tion, it is for him to select the mem- 
bers of his Cabinet and submit their 
humes to the Governor-General, The 
Prime Minister,’ says Bourinot, “is 
the choice of the Governor-General; 
the members of the Cabinet are prac- 
tically tne choice of the Prime Minis 
ter.” 

The Oabinet is not only responsible 
to Parliament and dependent for its 
very existence upon a majority in the 
House of Commons, but every mem- 
ber of the Cabinet must hold a seat 
either in the House or the Senate, 
It is this that keeps our executive 
so closely in touch with the popular 
will as expressed by Parliament, and

Mr. Borden sald he felt it both a) 
pleasure and honor to welcome the 
delegates to the convention to Ottawa | 
on behalf cf the Dominion Govern-| 
ment; Mr. Borden called the attention | 
of the audience to the fact that in 
some countries agricultural land is 
surveyed and a report made telling | 
what each district {s suitable for. 


Various kinds of soll are classified 
as sultable for growing certain crops. | 
Unfortunately, he said Canada is) 
showing a great deal of discrimination | 
in soll of the forests, Forest land is 
clearec that should be reserved and 
vie? versa, 

The Premier complimented the As- 
sociation on th» educational and valu- 
able work it was doing. The Govern-| 
ment welcomed any suggestion from 
tie Association that will lead to the! 
preservation of the forests and stop 
the tendency tod prodigality and waste. 

In conclusio: Mr, Borden assured 
te convention that the Government 
pppreciates fully what the Associa-’ 
tion Is doing and promised co-opera- | 
tlon in the work. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he cordially | 
welcomed the delegates to the city, 
and felt glad that he could agree with | 
\'r. Borden on one thing at least. 
This was in his attitude toward the 
Fovestry Association. 

“It has taken Canada a long time 
tn realize that the forests were the 
most Important assets of the country. 
We must reserve what nature has in- 
tended should be reserved.” 

George £, Chown, of Kingston, in 
his presidential address, reviewed the 
work of the year and the advances in 
te work of conservation, He made a 
Vigorous plea for an aggres- 
rive policy. He said that the Associa- | 
tion had aroused public sentiment and | 
must now bring that opinion to bear 
i. securing a forward movement. The 
things for which the Association 
sheuld work ar2 especially: 

(1) The taking of forestry services. | 
both Dominion and Provincial, out of, 
politics, makin; way for technically 
trained men. 

(2) A permanent forestry policy 
and especially a progressive policy 
with regard to the treatment of for- 
estrv reserves, 

(3) Some efficient manner 
guarding against forest fires. 

Mr. Chown stated that he was pleas: | 
ed to know that in the same city, at 
the same time the Railway Commis-} 
sion was meeting with a view to put- | 
tine through legislation to appoint fire 
wardens along the lines of railway | 
in order to protect the forests. Less 
talk and resolve and more action were | 
necessary to get the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments to do some- 
thing to save the forests. 

He was pleased to know that the 
Prime Minister was willing to bring | 
tho outside forestry Civil Service un-| 
der the Civil Service Act, but he} 
thought that the Association should | 
have in its employ a trained forester 

mtve advice when it was necessary. | 

Archdeacon Robert J. Rentson, of | 
Mooge Jaw, said the Forestry Depart: | 
ment had been sending out as fire 
rangers men who did not know the dif- 
ference between a frying pan anda 
paddle. He was not opposed to uni- 
versity students as fire rangers but 
he was pleading for the cause of the} 
Indian. 

“The t'me has come,” he said, “for 
the white man to get right with the 
Indians.

If forests are to be protected from 
fires then the appointment of fire 
rangers must be taken away from the 
realms of political favoritism, 

This is the opinion of the mafority 
of the delegates as expressed at the 
afternoon session. 

“So long as politicians appoint fire 
rangers, there always will be forest 
fires,” said Professor James Macoun, 
of the Geological Survey. in the course 
of a discussion on the report of fire 
legislation submitted by Dr. B, EK. Fer- 


now, of the Faculty of Forestry, in the, 


University of Toronto. 

“At the present it seems Wholly im- 
possible to get efficient fire rangers, 
owing to political reasons,” corrobor- 
ated Mr. Clifford Pinchot, president 
of the American Conservation Associa- 
tion. These statements were receiv- 
ed with great applause. 

Several other speakers censured the 
present system that allows inexper- 
lenced college students to act as fire 
rangers, 

Mr. BE. B. Rochester, of the F. B. 
Eddy Co. severely criticized the efforts 
of the Forestry Branch of the Govern- 
ment. He claimed that fifty per cent. 
of the students sent out as fire rang- 
ers were positively useless for the 
work. He advised engaging compe- 
tent lumbermen and exnerienced 
woodsmen, Indians, he sald. like a 
good many white men, could not be 
relied upon. 

The Hon. Sydney Fisher, ex-Min- 
ister of Agriculture, said that the late 
government had legislated according 
to the advice submitted by the For- 
estry Association at the convention 
held im Quebec, Railway companies 
are now held responsible for fires near 
the railroads and made to pay, up to 
$5,000 damages, if an effort Is made 
to extinguish the fires and more than 


| this if no effort is made to prevent a 


fire from spreading. 


He explained that the railway com-) 


mission had power to enact regula- 


tions and rules for the railways to ob-| 


serve affecting the protection of for- 
ests from fires, 

Mr. Clifford Pinchot said that it 
was primerily essential that, as soo" 
as word of a forest fire was reecived 
it should be easy to get to the fire 
auickly. The whole secret of the fire- 
fighting policy, he said, was to :t 
men to get to the fire quickly to put 
it out.

Ottawa, Ont.—It is understood that 
as the result of the survey made at 
Port Nelson and Fort Churchill during 
the past summer and fall the Gov- 
ernment has practically decided that 
Port Nelson will be the Bay terminus 
of the Hudson Bay Road. 

The reports of the tidal and hydro- 
graph surveys conducted with the 
grcatest care indicate that both mar- 
ine and land conditions at Port Nel- 
son favor its selection as a safe and 
accessible harbor, while the topograph- 
ical surveys favor the territory via 
the southern route as compared with 
the route to Fort Churchill. 

In anticipation of the selection of 
either port as the terminus of the 
road, land speculators have been busy 
for some time buying up lands in the 
projected townsites.

Two New Steamships Ordered Are 
For Canadian Service. 

London, Eng.—It transpired that the 
two new 13,000 ton steamships that} 
have just been ordered by the Cunard 
pee are intended for the Canadian ser- 
vice. 

The results of the inauguration of 
the Cunard service to the St. Law- 
rence have been so satisfactory that 
the directors have decided to augment 
their sailing list by the two new 
ships, which will measure 540 feet 
with a beam rf 03 feet 9 inches, The 
contracts have been placed with 
Scott's Shipbuilding and Engineering 
Co. of Greenock, and it is probable 
that the two vossels will be ready for 
the 1913 season, 

In the meantime the Cunard Co. 
will place in service other boats al- 
ready advanced in construction, but 
of much smaller tonnage. It is an- 
ticipated that by the time the Cunards | 
place the new boats in commission 
further contracts of a similar nature 
will be oper to tender. 

While this last statement is not 
made positively as yet, if the coming 
season's trade to Canadian ports 
yletds results as satisfactory as those 
that have been obtained recently the 
amount of tonnage will have to be 
greatly increased.

The first two verses of our les, 
troduce us to serve men who were,

in a certain sense, great men, but 
only one was truly great. Cagsar, 
Pilate, Herod and Philip were Breat 


in the eyes of the world Os politics as 
earth rulers. Annas and Caiaphas as 
high priests were great in the eyes 
of religious people, but only of John 
could it be truly said “great in the 
| eyes of the Lord,” “not a greater pro- 
pbhet than John the Baptist” (Luke t, 
15; vil, 28). He was also filled with 
the Holy Spirit from his birth, so he 
must have spent his time in the wild- 
erness with God in a very special way. 

We read seven times in Num, ivy, 
; that the priests began their ministry 
when about thirty years of age, so we 
judge from verse 23 of our lesson 
chapter that John, as well as Jesus, 
begin their public ministry at that 
age, He knew when to come forth 
and begin, because “the word of God 
came unto him.” So the word of the 
| Lord came unto him in whose spirit 
and power he went forth (1 Kings 
xvil,\2, 8). From Gen, xv, | where we 
read that “the word of the Lord came 
unto Abraham,’ how many times we 
find the statement and how much it 
means of definite commission from 
j heaven. How very strong it is in 
Ezek. i, 3, where we read, ‘The word 
of the Lord came expressly unto Ezek- 
jal, the priest.” Unless we each for 
ourselves hear His voice in His word 
His book is not to us what it might 
be.
